ANTIOCH - For Shawn Schuld, 
being in rodeos isn't just a thrilling 
hobby, he said — it's a way of life 
that runs through his veins. 

Schuld recently came in fourth 
place in the steer wrestling compe- 
tition during the Lake County 
Fair's rodeo. He pulled, twisted, and- 
thumped a steer to the ground of 
the arena until it was stuck on its 
side. 

Schuld, 38, said he has had plen- 
ty of time learning the tricks of 
this sport. He's been in rodeos since 
he was 16. k • 

"I've pretty much tried It all and 
kind of decided to stick with the 
steer wrestling," Schuld ' said.'. 
"That's what I did best with." 

Growing up in the Antioch area, . 
most of Schuld's family competed 
in rodeos and owned horses and 
other animals, he said." . 

His two older brothers rode sad- . 
die broncs and bulls, Schuld said, 
and his father competed in rodeos 
when he .was younger. 

According to the Web site of .the 
Professional Rodeo Cowboys 
Association, steer wrestling,- or 
bulldogging, is the quickest of 
rodeo events. 

Once the steer is released into 
the arena, the cowboy chases after 
it on his horse, the Web site stated. 
Once close enough, the cowboy \ 
jumps off his horse and, struggles 
the steer to the ground. 

Wrestlers ,are. judged on their- 
speed, strength and agility. The goal 
is to get the steer down on its side 
as fast as possible. A winning" time- 
is* usually.3 to 4 seconds.

Police said that Hutchison 
had been strangled and 
stabbed. 

Ealy has pleaded not guilty 
to seven counts of a first 



degree homicide charge. 

If convicted of all seven 
counts, Ealy, who is married 
and has two stepchildren, 
could serve up to 100 years in 
prison or -face the death 
penalty. 

Three of the counts are for 
a "brutal and heinous" homi- 
cide, and four are for the. fact 
that a homicide was commit- 
ted during a robbery 

Court records from both 
Lake and Cook counties have 
shown that Ealy has a violent 
criminal past. 

In 1982 a jury convicted 
Ealy of killing a woman and 
four children in Chicago on 
Aug. 16 of that year. However, 
in 1986 an appellate court 
overturned Ealy's conviction, 
saying that police did not 
have probable cause to hold 
him. 

The victims were 
Christine Parker, 33, and her 
children Mary Ann, IS, Cora, 
13, and Jontae, 3.

West Nile virus precaution 

. The dog days of summer bring 
hot, dry weather, but they also 
.. bring the peak of the West Nile 
virus season in Lake County. 

The Lake County Health 
• Department/Community Health , 
Center is urging residents to pre- 
vent West Nile virus by protecting 
themselves from mosquito bites. 

"Late July through September has 
traditionally been the peak of the 
West Nile virus season, when peo- 
ple are at their highest risk of con- 
tracting the virus through the bite 
of an Infected mosquito," said Dale 
Galassie, the health department's 
executive director. "Residents 
should continue to be vigilant about 
protecting themselves and their 
families from mosquito bites." 

The West Nile virus is contracted 
from the bite of a mosquito infected 
with the virus. 

While most people infected with 
the virus have no symptoms of ill- 
ness, some might become ill with 
headache, high fever, muscle weak- 
s ness and sometimes a skin rash. , 

These symptoms usually appear 
th'ree to 15 days after the bite of an 
infected mosquito. 

The virus might occasionally 
cause serious complications.

Residents express mixed feelings about possible new fair site

GkAYSLAKE -The rides have been dismantled, 
the tents have been taken down. The animals and 
humans have returned to their respective homes, 
and the 2007 Lake County Fair has come to a close. 

For the past several years, there have been var- 
ious plans in the works between the village .of 
Grayslake and the Lake County Fair Association 
Board to make Improvements at the fair's location 
at the' corner of Routes 120 and 45. When those 
plans were exhausted, the Fair Association opted 
to sell the property, and buy new land with the pro- 
ceeds from the sale. 

Grayslake brought a buyer to the table, and the 
Village Board is one meeting away from approving 
a shopping center at the new location. 

The Village Board' also recently approved the 
zoning for 160 acres of the Titus Farm near Route 
83 and Peterson Road for the fairgrounds' new 
home. 

But, both sides are cautiously optimistic that 
both plans can be settled in time to get the 2008 fair 
going at the new site. 

Kirk Smith, zoning officer for the village, of 
Grayslake, said both sides know that once the 
plans are passed, it would mean an aggressive con- 
struction schedule for both projects. 

Joanne Lawrence, a volunteer at the Grayslake 
Historical Society, is torn about the fairgrounds 
moving. 

"I hate to see it move, however I'm glad to see it 
go to Titus Farms. That land has been in the Titus 
family for 6ver 100 years, more like 150." 

Lawrence is happy at the prospect of more 
shopping in the Grayslake area. 

"I'm all for the shopping center," she said. "We 
need more business in the area to help with taxes.

"They're staying, so we'll stay at this point in 
time," DoU said. 

Both the Farm Bureau and the Extension office 
use the fair facilities throughout the year so, Doll 
said, they will be impacted by the move. 

"We use the building for dbg training and 4-H 
programs," she said. "We'll just have to do the fair 
differently." 

Doll said she is already thinking about how she 
might make the Extension's service accessible for 
people coming to and from the mall.

Healthcare groups await planning boards decision

CHICAGO - Vista Health 
System and Advocate Health 
Care will compete in the same 
arena during the Illinois 
Health Facilities Planning 
Board (IHFPB) Aug. 28 and 29 
meeting in Chicago. 

Both organizations are 
vying for approval to build a 
hospital in northwestern 
Lake County. Because the 
close proximity of the pro- 
posed hospitals it is unlikely 
that the board will give the 
OK for both proposals.

A small contingent of 
Advocate Health Care staff 
attended last week's IHFPB 
hearing strictly to observe the 
process. 

"We really went to witness 
the board's 1 reaction to Vista's 
public hearing, more so to 
really get an understanding of 
how the board perceives need 
in the northwest Lake County 
region," said Jackie Bailis, 
director of communication 
for Advocate Health Care. 

"The rules that they are 
operating under ... many folks 
believe the rules need to be 
revised" Bailis said. 

She adds that the criti- 
cisms of Vista's application 
by the IHFPB shows that they 
will be committed to the exist- 
ing rules, "and will not be 
making any decisions based 
on how we expect the rules to 
be revised in the near future."

Until the next meeting, the 
hoard will do research of its 
own, Beeson said, considering 
making a new system for cal- 
culating hospital bed counts. 

Right now, Lake County 
has more than 400 licensed 
beds, more than what the state 
thinks should be used for the 
county's population, Beeson 
said. Vista argues that resi- 
dents in the northwestern 
portion of the county have dif- 
ficulty reaching the hospitals. 
Also, some • beds that are 
licensed are not open to all

But the board did not take 
into account traffic conges- 
tion, Beeson said. 

Officials feel confident 
they can prove the need for a 
Lindenhurst hospital, Beeson 
said. 

"All in all, we really feel 
this is a positive," Beeson said 
of the deferment. "We need to 
dot all the I"s and cross all the 
T's with them."

Doors, shutters and trim 

You can spruce up the look 
of. your entire home and add 
to Its curb appeal simply by 
giving the doors, shutters and 
trim a fresh coat of paint. 
Maybe the current color is 
faded and a new coat will 
brighten the look. Maybe you 
want to try a new look with- 
out repainting the whole 
house. This easy weekend 
project/can bring big visual 
results. 

■ Step 1 - Decide the areas 
you want to focus on. Most of 
these surfaces will be wood, 
although some doors are 
metal. Use sandpaper or an 



electric paint remover, to 
remove any paint and ensure 
a clean surface. 

Step 2 - Tape areas, that 
border spaces you do not plan 
to paint. r Apply primer to 
ensure the longevity of the 
paint job.

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time to 
answer has come 



It is time for Attorney General 
Alberto Gonzales to step down. 

Gonzales' continuing inability 
to answer questions posed by 
Congress accurately and truthfully 
has destroyed his credibility. 

Calls for a special counsel to 
investigate Gonzales for perjury 
are, unfortunately, justified. 
Gonzales has become a weight 
around the neck of President Bush 
at a time when Bush can ill afford 
a political liability. Bush has 
enough problems without an attor- 
ney general who seemingly cannot 
give a straight answer to basic 
questions. 

The attorney general's latest 
gaffe involved a question about a 
meeting in 2004 with Congressional 
leaders and Gonzales' subsequent 
hospital visit-to then-Attorney 
General John Ashcroft. Gonzales 
testified that the meeting was not 
prompted by the Bush administra- 
tion's program to monitor commu- 
nications with terror suspects 
overseas without warrants. 

But a 2006 memo about a terror- 
ist surveillance program that was 
provided to Congress by former 
National Intelligence Director l 
John Negroponte appears to con- « 
tradlct Gonzales 1 testimony. ■ 

Worse, however, was the May * 
testimony from Ashcroft's Deputy 



Attorney General, James Comey. 
Comey was running the justice 
department while Ashcroft was in 
the hospital and he and Ashcroft 
had discussed and determined that 
the surveillance program should 
not be authorized. 

However, when Comey rejected 
the surveillance program, the 
administration, according to 
Comey, did not take no for an 
answer. Instead, Gonzales and 
White House Chief of Staff 
Andrew Card went to the hospital 
In the hopes of taking advantage of 
an ill Ashcroft. Despite Ashcroft's 
weakened condition, he still 
refused to go along with the pro- 
gram. 

Ashcroft can hardly be 
described as a liberal. Certainly if 
he had concerns about the surveil- 
lance program the Bush adminis- 
tration should have heeded those 
concerns. They did not. Instead, 
they apparently tried to slip the 
program past Ashcroft while he 
still was recovering from surgery. 

And, on top of all of this, when 
Gonzales is asked about these mat- 
ters he is unable to come clean. All 
of this comes after Gonzales' prob- ' 
lematic testimony involving the 
removal of nine U.S. Attorneys. 

It is time for a change in the 
Justice Department.

"It's outrageous that BP believes 
they are justified In polluting Lake 
Michigan by hiding behind the 
technicalities of the law," Garrett 
said. "As DJinois legislators we will 
be doing everything possible to 
stop this egregious dumping from 
taking place." 

The resolution, Senate 
Resolution 299, which. can be read 
online at www.ilga.gov, explains 
the Senators' opposition to the 
Whiting, Indiana BP plant's plans 
to increase the discharge of ammo- 
nia into Lake Michigan by 54 per- 
cent and the discharge of sludge by 
'< 35 percent. Ammonia has been 
'shown to promote algae blooms, 
[ which kill fish. The sludge deposit- 
I ed In the lake is comprised of con- 
; centrated heavy metals, among 



other unnatural materials. 

The resolution was Tiled July 19 

in the Illinois Senate. .

"I am the only candidate who 
has opposed the war from the start 
and the only one who unequivocal- 
ly supports a responsible timeline 
for withdraw." 

Seals plans to challenge Kirk for 
his Congressional seat in 2008.

Chicago and smoke-free Cook 
County movement were delighted 
when Gov. Rod Blagojevich signed 
legislation July 23 making Illinois 
the latest state to prohibit smoking 
In virtually all public places.

Association of Metropolitan 
Chicago, and State Sen. Michael 
Bond, D-Grayslake, supporter of 
the legislation. 

Respiratory Health Association 
played a key role in the city, county 
and state campaigns. The statewide 
law, which bans smoking in virtu- 
ally all public and workplaces, goes 
into effect Jan. 1, 2008.

Newspapers must survive Internet rage 



Recently, I spoke to the Victory 
Lakes Mens Club in Lindenhurst for 
a breakfast gathering. 

Before the breakfast, I had a. 
warm re-visit with Harry Spears, 
who came to the News-Sun in 1967, 
the same year that I started in the 
legislature. He became circulation 
manager and still loves, respects, 
and has concerns about the newspa- 
per industry. 

Spears and I reminisced about 
the many changes In newspapers. 
We relished the days when newspa- 
pers were primarily a family busi- 
ness and strongly committed to 
communities. 

My youth and early manhood 
were the the heyday of newspapers. 
Metropolitan areas prospered with 
at least two morning newspapers 
and an afternoon newspaper, and 
some offered an evening edition. 
There was always considerable 
news that was fit to print; . . 

In those days, television was non- 
existent and radio had Just blos- 
somed to compete with the print 
domination of everyday news. In 
spite of the competition, newspa- 
pers continued to flourish. 

Then, in the late 1940's, along 
came TV. At first many couldn't * 
afford to buy TV sets, so they went 
to public places, like bars, to watch

their favorite programs such as the 
Friday night fights. But, it didn't 
take long and television Invaded 
every home. 

With the ability to produce news 
as it happened, television had a seri- 
ous Impact on newspapers. The 
newspapers, which promoted its 
early editions with "EXTRA! 
EXTRA! READ ALL ABOUT IT!" 
headlines, took a back seat as televi- 
sion brought Instant headlines to 
every home. 

It became natural that many 
newspapers had to fold their opera- 
tions. Sadly, many of those were the 
family operated ones, the ones with 
a direct link to communities. 

It wasn't long that there were 
predictions that TV would "do-in" 
the newspaper business altogether. 
Paraphrasing Mark Twain, "reports 
of the death of the newspaper busi- 
ness had been grossly exaggerated." 

Yes, newspapers survived the 
challenge of television. But now, 



they face an even stlffer challenge. 
Some again predict the demise of 
newspapers from the new kid on the 
blocks the Internet. 
: This information superhighway 
has so much to offer its users. But, 
there are pitfalls, too. I like to call it 
garbage in, garbage out. If you're 
looking for garbage, you'll find It. 

I think that newspapers will 
again survive the challenge. If any- 
thing, we need the newspapers as 
much as we ever did. The newspa- 
pers have been the guiding light for 
the people's right to know, for the 
access to public information, for 
open public meetings, and for being 
a strong check against abuses of 
power and public corruption. 

The Internet makes everyone an 
instant reporter. That is fraught 
with danger. Newspaper reporting 
Is a profession and those in it are 
aware of their responsibilities in 
that profession. 

I strongly think newspapers 
must prevail. There is one caveat; If 
too many newspapers fall into the 
hands of the very few, the public 
good will be seriously compromised.

Look for dork water stains in 
rafters, sheathing, and insula- 
tion, for these are telltale 
signs of a leaky roof. 

• Once your inspection is 
completed and you have estab- 
lished your needs, work with a 
roofing contractor to select 
the most suitable shingle. 
Consider climate, annual pre- 
cipitation and susceptibility 
to storms. 

Most roofing material man- 
ufacturers offer shingles 
designed to resist damage 
caused by impact and high 
winds.

Just 
because there's a big ad in the 
yellow pages doesn't mean 
they're good. 

* ■ Red flags. First impressions 
count, including how a person 
talks, acts and dresses. If they 
come in looking like the cat 
dragged them in, that's a bad 
sign. If they don't wipe their 
feet when they come to meet 
you, chances are they'll tramp 
through your house, forgetting 
they have mud all over their 
shoes. You want to hire a per- 
son who not only looks neat and 
clean but who drives a decent 
vehicle. Looking at the truck 
they drive will tell you some- 
thing about what their stan- 
dard is. Trucks should look 
good, be clean, and not drip oil. 
Watch out for contractors 
who solicit door-to-door, ask for 
cash up front, want payment for 
the entire job in advance, try to 
pressure you into signing a con- 
tract using threats or intimida- 
tion, or encourage you to spend 
money on temporary repairs. 



QUESTIONS TO ASK A 
PROSPECTIVE CONTRACTOR 

1. How long have you been In 
business? A well-established 
company usually has been in 
business for at least 5 years. 

2. Are you licensed? Keep in 
mind that only 36 states require 
licensing, which ranges from a 
brief registration to an 
involved qualification process, 
so check with your state's 
licensing board or building 
department to see what the 
requirements are, 

3. Do you have insurance? 
All contractors must have 
insurance in order to get per- 
mits. (Permits are necessary, 
for even the, most simple jobs, 
like decks.) If the contractor 
asks you to get the permits, it's 
possible that he or she is unin- 
sured. 

Hiring an uninsured con- 
tractor spells disaster. There's a 
huge risk that the work won't 
pass building inspections, and 
you could be held liable if 
someone gets hurt on the job 
or if your property is dam- 
aged. 



4. Will subcontractors be 
used? If subcontractors will be 
used on your project, ask to 
meet them. Make sura they're 
licensed and Insured, if 
required by your state. 

The contract. All agree- 
ments — including oral promis- 
es — should be put in writing 
for your protection. Everything 
should be spelled out very well 
so that anyone could read 
through it and understand 
what's going on. Key points 
include the contractor's name, 
address, phone and license 
number, if required by your 
state; a detailed description of 
all Items to be installed — the 
quality, quantity, size, color and 
brand names of stoves, appli- 
ances, tiles, and cabinets, for 
example; a three-day cancella- 
tion period clause, which is 
required by law; a work sched- 
ule with approximate start and 
completion dates; and a pay- 
ment schedule. 

As you can see, finding a 
good contractor takes some 
work, but is. well worth the 
effort.

This makes 
them an environmentally 
friendly addition to the home 
and one that can help promote 
healthy indoor air. Plants can 
also be mood boosters. Caring 



for them can be a relaxing 
hobby, one that offers a feeling 
of accomplishment. 

House plants can be cultivat- 
ed by just about anyone, even if 
they don't possess a green 
thumb. They're generally easy 
to care for, provided you begin 
with some of the hardier 
varieties. Here are some to 
consider. 

1. Philodendron: This 
plant is easily identified by its 
glossy, heart-shaped leaves. 
There are many different 
species and these plants are 
some of the most tolerant as 
house plants. Phllodendrons 
grow naturally in tropical Jun- 
gles and prefer medium light. 
Direct sunlight can scorch the 
leaves; Even If you forget about 
it for a few days, simply water- 
ing the plant can revive it. 

2. Wandering jew: This 
plant quickly produces a large 
amount of foliage.' However, in 



containers leaves tend to grow 
toward the end of the stems, 
creating a sparse look. The 
plant comes with dark or varie- 
gated leaves. It prefers shady 
areas. 

3. Spider plant: Also known 
as the airplane plant, this is 
another easy-tocare-for vari- 
ety. Spider plants prefer bright 
natural light, but will burn In 
direct sunlight. Keep the soil 
evenly moist, but not soggy. 
And if leaves tend to brown, it 
could be due to the water you 
use. Chemicals in municipal 
water supplies can damage the 
plant. 

4. Ficus: This plant loves a 
filtered sunny spot, so place it K 
in a bright area of the home, 
but not one that gets sunlight 
all day. Its leaves will fall off if 
left in the shade all the time or 
if it is overwatered. It also 
cares for high humidity, so 
mist the plant twice dally.

The decade's second-best trilogy (after "Lord 
■ of the Rings") comes to a slam-bang conclusion 
in "The Bourne Ultimatum." ■ 

Because the Bourne films haven't put up the 
super-colossal blockbuster numbers that war- 
rant Entertainment Weekly cover stories, they 
aren't recognized for what they are - the 
smartest and most technically superb action 
films since "Die Hard." 

And if you need evidence of their excellence, 
consider this: The Bourne films are so good, 
they scared the James Bond producers into 
rebooting their franchise. Not even Indiana 
Jones did that. 

The Bourne films work because they are the 
opposite of the inane, bloated action films 
crowding the summer marketplace. 

When other filmmakers insist they need up 
to three hours to detail the nuances of pirates, 
superheroes and giant robots, "Ultimatum" 
clocks in at a lean 111 minutes. When other film- 
makers stage endless CGI action sequences, 
"Ultimatum" crackles with fast and furious 
fights and car chases that employ actual stunt 
teams, not digital doppelgangers. 

But the contrary nature of the Bourne films 
is clearest with regard to its star, Matt Damon, 
one of the last actors any casting director would 
choose to play an action hero. 
. - Damon's explosive fighting skills came as a 
shock in the first film, 2002*s "The Bourne

Bourne's pursuit of his hidden past is the 
central story element tills time. Although two 
years passed between the first and second films, 
less than an hour has passed between the second 
and third. 

We catch up with Bourne staggering through 
the streets of Moscow, eluding police and search- 
ing for medical supplies to treat the wounds 
received at the end of 2004's "The Bourne 
Supremacy." % 

Escaping that fate, as he always does, Bourne 
discovers that a British journalist (Paddy 
Considine) is digging into the CIA black ops divi- 
sion that gave Bourne his deadly identity The 
journalist even names Bourne in his articles. 



Bourne travels to London to find the reporter, 
. hoping the journalist can help him learn when, ■ 
how and why the CIA turned him Into a killing 
machine. But the reporter has attracted the 
CIA's attention as well, and the latest head of 
black ops, Noah Vosen (David Strathalm), sends 
a hit team to London. 

Joan Allen returns as Pamela Landy, the 
principled CIA officer who admires Bourne 
against her better instincts. Also back is Julia 
Stiles as Nicki Parsons, the remarkably young 
operative wlUi the misfortune of being assigned 
to cities where Bourne turns up. Albert Finney 
appears as an ominous figure from Bourne's 
past. 

Paul Greengrass, who also directed 
"Supremacy," returns to me director's chair (in 
between the two Bourne projects, he made the 
stirring "United 93"). 

Greengrass' edgy camerawork is occasional- 
ly distracting, but overall he achieves artistry 
with a shaky camera and quick editing that is 
beyond Michael Bay's imagination . 

International settings remain a key element, 
although "Ultimatum" is heavier on plot and 
action than the first two films. The key set pieces 
are a game of cat and mouse in London's 
Waterloo Station, a pulsating rooftop chase set 
in Tangiers and an intense car chase in New 
York's thick traffic.

By right, "Bratz" should have had no 
potential at all.

Adults must

American youth sports is at a 
crossroads. With the glory days of 
old little league teams not so far * 
behind us and with AAU basket- 
ball and youth football currently 
exploding, it's difficult to find the 
line between good extra-curricu- 
lar sports and too much. 

Youth football in particular 
has received a lot of attention 
because of horror stories of par- 
ents tackling youth players, order- 
ing children to hurt others and 
other horrors. Even youth coach- 
es have received a bit of this 
blame with their own problems. 

Author Chris Tateo has writ- 
ten a book about this issue enti- 
tled ''The Competitive Parent." 
While his Web site could use a lit 
tie proofreading, Tateo's message 
is a very important one. 

"I wrote this book to give 
coaches and parents a new per- 
spective of how they can create a 
stress-free youth football environ- 
ment," Tateo said in his Web site. 
"When used correctly the innova- 
tive techniques in this book can 
help, readers manage players, 
motivate players, organize prac- 
tice sessions, and deal with the 
intangibles surrounding the 
you tli football experience." • 

This sounds like a heady goal, 
but a noble one nonetheless. As 
ex.-athletes grow older, we often 
forget how difficulMt was td'deal 
with a red-faced psychopathic 
coach in our past. Instead, it 
turns into a fond.memory of how 
crazy some coach was. 

As for current coaches, the 
goal should be to avoid being that 
coach in your players' memories. 
As I recently spoke with another 
former player who coached youth 
football, we both agreed that chil- 
dren shouldn't be coddled on the 
football field. But there is a big 
difference between coddling and 
disrespect to the. child and this 
. difference Is an issue Tateo 
speaks about in his book. 

"From those old youth-football 
days, I still carry with me a phi- 
- losophy that I gained as a kid 
struggling to understand football:' 
I told myself back then that if the 
coach would only show us more 
compassion and patience, we 
would probably learn more about 
the game," Tateo wrote. 

Youth sports, and especially 
youth football, can send those of 
us spiraling back to the days 
when -we suited up. With their 
tiny little pads and helmets, youth 
players are like miniature ver- 
. sions of ourselves.in the past. 
Maybe we should learn to treat 
ourselves a little better.

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Truck, tractor pull 
tradition lives at 
Lake County Fair

GRAYSLAKE : - Thick, black 
smoke is- billowing from shining 
chrome exhaust stacks as gleaming 
tractors are fighting up to 20 tons and 
dirt is thrown into the air. As the 
tractor's tires fight for traction and 
hundreds of fans cover their ears as 
the engines bellow against the weight 
for 300 feet. 

There, it all stops. 
■ That's the world of the tractor 
pull, and plenty of fans packed the 
stands last weekend at the Lake 
County Fair to check it out. 

As hundreds of miles of once-fer- 
tile Lake County land is being cov- 
ered with roads, malls and subdivi- 
sions, the fair showed that ane of 
rural life's most treasured pastimes 
are still alive and well. 

"1 grew up on a farm and I always 
loved the power ?of, tractors. I 
watched tractor pulls when I was a 
kid, and a neighbor pulled and he 
even let me drive a few [pulls]," Wally 
Wiese, owner of "Vi-Agri King" trac- 
tor said. "It's whatever you grew up 
with. If you grew up around cars, 
you're going to love customizing cars 
and it's the same thing with tractors." 

Across the country, there are mul- 
tiple tractor pulling organizations, 
including the American Tractor 
Pullers; Association, the National 
. Tractor Pullers Association and the 
Empire State Pullers in New-York. 
There are even tractor pulling associ- 
ations around the world, like the 
European Tractor Pulling 
Committee, Australian Tractor 
Pullers Association and the 
Brazilian Tractor Pulling 
Association. 

Many of the serious competitors 
try to pull everywhere. Just after the 
Lake County Fair tractor pull, most 
of the pullers hightailed it out of 
town to Union Grove, 140 miles away 
to take part In another pull that 
night. ' 

"In an average summer, you get 
about 60 pulls- in," Wlese said. 
"Yesterday, I was in Goshen, Ind., 
doing a pull. You go everywhere all 
across the country doing pulls and 
that's part of the reason why It's so 
much fun." 

From beast to treasured competitor 

Competitors said, 10,000-horse- 
power tractors started out as run-of- 
the-mill machines most people see 
plowing the fields. From there, the 
machines go through more transfor- 
mations than Optlmus Prime. 

"I started with a normal farm trac- 
tor and I just kept tuning for the last 
25 years," Mark Stuckmann, tractor 
competitor said. "It was just out of 
the field when I started swapping out 
parts and seeing what works. You 
just keep doing it and you learn-by 
trial and error.

"By now, I've spent into the six fig- 
ure range getting my tractor to 
where it is now." 

Most pullers estimated that their 
tractors could easily bring in at least 
$100,000 on the auction block with all 
of their modifications. To put the 
amount of mods in the average 
pulling tractor , into perspective, 
Stuckmann's tractor engine original- 
ly produced about 120 horsepower, he 
said. Fifteen years, a 50 ps.l. turbo 
and a bunch of modifications later, 
it's pumping out about 1,000 ponies. 
■ "It's like an addiction. When you 
start molding, it all just snowballs," 
Stuckmann said. "You [messj with 
the engine, then you mess' with the 
. frame, the fuel,' and everything gets 
changed until all you have left is the 
body of the tractor and a handful of 
original parts left." 

Stuckmann likened his tractor to 
the import car craze that has gripped 
the nation for years, 

"It's sorta like all that car modding 
that's going on nowadays," 



Stuckmann said. "Why would anyone 
spend $25,000 on parts for a $5,000 
car? It's because you love it." 

Tractor? Who needs a tractor? 

At the Lake County Fair and 
many other tractor pulling competi- 
tions, there are many classes with 
pulling competitions. Most of the 
pulling contests don't even Involve 
tractors at all. 

Semitrailers and even heavily- 
modified diesel pickup trucks also' 
competed at the fair. What sets the 
semis apart from most of the other 
competitive classes is that they could 
not have any modifications. 

"[Semis] have got to be able to 
drive on the road like any other semi 
on the road," semitrailer driver Sue 
Sterwald said. "You've got to have a 
license, insurance and everything 
else before you can compete In a pull. 
You can't have any mods on the truck . 
either. It's got to be a plain jane truck 
straight off the highway" ><■'■■■ " 

As it turns out, the trucks don't 



even have to be brand-new power- 
houses, either. Round Lake semitrail- 
er competitor Trent Blasco drove a 
black 1978 Mack truck into competi- 
tion- a truck that was probably older 
than many of the competition's fans. 

Wearing an AC/DC "Back In 
Black" T-shirt, Blasco wooed the 
crowd with the truck he restored in 
his own shop. 

Tin just out to have a little fun 
and my trucks block, and AC/DC's 
one of my favorite bands, so I named 
It 'Back in Black,'" Blasco said. "Mack 
is notorious for being off-road trucks, 
so this one was perfect for Ipullingl 
competitions." 

What sets Blasco and the rest of 
the semitrailer -pullers apart from 
the competitors in other divisions is 
that when they're done, the semitrail- 
er go right back on the street! 

"When I'm done pulling, 111 go 
back to work with the truck and drive 
it right out of here," Blasco said. "I'm 
not loading this thing on the back of 
another truck or anything like that. 

T' drive' semis for d' living, 'but I 
pull with semis just for iun."

Adults must 
motivate good 
sportsmanship 



American youth sports is at a 
crossroads. With the glory days of 
old little league teams not so far • 
behind us and with AAU basket- 
ball and youth football currently 
exploding, it's difficult to find the 
line between good extra-curricu- 
lar sports and too much. 

Youth football in particular, 
has received a lot of attention 
because of horror stories of par- 
ents tackling youth players, order- 
ing children to hurt others and 
other horrors. Even youth coach- 
es have received a bit of this 
blame with their own problems. 

Author Chris Tateo has writ- 
ten a book about this Issue enti- 
tled "The Competitive Parent." 
While his Web site could use a lit; 
tie proofreading, Tateo's message 
is a very Important one. 

"I wrote tills book to give 
coaches and parents a new per- 
spective of how they can create a 
stress-free youth football environ- 
ment," Tateo said' in his Web site. 
"When used correctly, the innova- 
tive techniques in this book can 
help, readers manage players, 
motivate players, organize prac- 
tice sessions, and deal with the 
intangibles surrounding the 
youth football experience." ■ 

. This sounds like a heady goal, 
but a noble one nonetheless. As • 
ex-athletes grow older, we often 
forget how difficult-it was to deal 
■with, a red-faced psychopathic 
coach in our past. Instead, it 
turns into a fond.memory of how 
crazy some coach was. 

As for current coaches, the 
goal should be to avoid being that 
coach in your players' memories. 
As I recently spoke with another 
former player who coached youth 
football, we both agreed that chil- 
dren shouldn't be coddled on the 
football field. But there is a big 
difference between coddling and 
disrespect to the, child and this 
difference is an issue Tateo 
speaks about in his book. 

"From those old youth-football 
days, I still carry with me a phi- 
• losophy that I gained as a kid 
struggling to understand football: 1 
I told myself back then that if the 
coach would only show us more 
compassion and patience, we 
would probably learn more about 
the game," Tateo wrote. 

Youth sports, and especially 
youth football, can send those of 
us spiraling back to the days 
when we suited up. With their 
tiny little pads and helmets, youth 
players are like miniature ver- 
sions of ourselves Jn the past. 
Maybe we should learn to treat 
ourselves a little better.

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Truck, tractor pull 
tradition lives at 
Lake County Fair

GRAYSLAKE - Thick, black 
smoke is. billowing from shining 
chrome exhaust stacks as gleaming 
tractors are fighting up to 20 tons and 
dirt is thrown into the air. As the 
tractor's tires fight for traction and 
hundreds of fans cover their ears as 
the engines bellow against the weight 
for 300 feet. 

There, it all stops. 
■ That's the world of the tractor 
pull, and plenty of fans packed the 
stands last weekend at the Lake 
County Fair to check it out. 

As hundreds of miles of once-fer- 
tile Lake County land is being cov- 
ered with roads, malls and subdivi- 
sions, the fair showed that .one of 
rural life's most treasured pastimes 
aire still alive and well. 

"I grew up on a farm and I always 
loved the power 'of tractors. I 
watched tractor pulls when I was a 
kid, and a neighbor pulled and he 
even let me drive a few [pulls]," Wally 
Wiese, owner of "Vi-Agri King" trac- 
tor said. It's whatever you grew up 
with. If you grew up around cars, 
you're going to love customizing cars 
and it's the same thing with tractors." 

Across the country, there are mul- 
tiple tractor pulling organizations, 
including the American Tractor 
Pullers Association, . the National 
. Tractor Pullers Association and' the 
Empire State Pullers in New -York.' 
There are even tractor pull ing associ- 
ations around the world, like the 
European Tractor Pulling 
Committee, Australian Tractor 
Pullers Association and the 
Brazilian Tractor Pulling 
Association. 

Many of the serious competitors 
try to pull everywhere. Just after the 
. Lake County Fair tractor piill, most 
of the pullers hightailed it out of 
town to Union Grove, 140 miles away 
to take part In another pull that 
night. * 

"In an average summer, you get 
about 60 pulls- in," Wiese said. 
"Yesterday, . I was in Goshen, Ind., 
doing a pull.' You go everywhere all 
across the country doing pulls and 
that's part of the reason why It's so 
much fun." 

From beast to treasured competitor 

Competitors said, 10,000-horse- 
power tractors started out as run-of- 
the-mill machines most people see 
plowing the fields. From there, the 
machines go through more transfor- 
mations than Optlmus Prime. 

"I started with a normal farm trac- 
tor and I just kept tuning for the last 
25 years," Mark Stuckmahn, tractor 
competitor said. "It was just out of 
the field when I started swapping out 
parts and seeing what works. You 
just keep doing it and you learn by 
trial and error.

"By now, I've spent Into the six fig- 
ure range getting my tractor to 
where it is now." 

Most pullers estimated that their 
tractors could easily bring in at least 
$100,000 on the auction block with all 
of their modifications. To put the 
amount of mods in the average 
pulling tractor into perspective, 
Stuckmann's tractor engine original- 
ly produced about 120 horsepower, he 
said. Fifteen years, a 50 p.s.i. turbo 
and a bunch of modifications later, 
It's pumping out about 1,000 ponies. 

"It's like an addiction. When you 
start molding, it all just snowballs," 
Stuckmann said. , "You [mess] with 
the engine, then you mess with the 
frame, .the fuel, and everything gets 
changed until all you have left is the 
body of the tractor and a handful of 
original parts left." 

Stuckmann likened his tractor to 
the Import car craze that has gripped 
the nation for years. 

"It's sorta like all that car moddlng 
that's going on nowadays,"

Stuckmann said. "Why would anyone 
spend $25,000 on parts for a $5,000 
car? It's because you love it." 

Tractor? Who needs a tractor? 

At the Lake County Fair and 
many other tractor pulling competi- 
tions, there are many classes with 
pulling competitions. Most of the 
pulling contests don't even involve 
; tractors at all. 

Semitrailers and even' heavily- 
modified dlesel pickup trucks also 
competed at the fair. What sets the 
semis apart from most of the other 
competitive classes Is that they could 
not have any modifications. 

"[Semlsl have got to be able to 
drive on the road like any other semi 
.on the road," semitrailer driver Sue 
Sterwald said, "You've got to have a 
license, insurance and everything 
else before you can compete In a pull. 
You can't have any mods on the truck 
either. It's got to be a plain jane truck 
straight off the highway."' *•£"»« 

As it turns out, the trucks don't 



even have to be brand-new power- 
houses, either. Round Lake semitrail- 
er competitor Trent Blasco drove a 
black 1978 Mack truck into competi- 
tion - a truck that was probably older 
than many of the competition's fans. 

Wearing an AC/DC "Back in 
Black" T-shirt, Blasco wooed the 
crowd 'with 'the truck he restored in 
his own shop. 

Tin just out to have a little fun 
and my trucks black, and AC/DC's 
one of my favorite bands, so I named 
it 'Back in Black,'" Blasco said. "Mack 
Is notorious for being off-road trucks, 
so this one was perfect for fpulling] 
competitions." 

What sets Blasco and the rest of 
the semitrailer pullers apart from 
the competitors In other divisions Is 
' that when they're done, the semitrail- 
er go right back on the street . 

"When I'm done pulling, I'll go 
back to work with the truck and drive 
It right out of here," Blasco said. "I'm 
not loading this tiling on the back of 
another truck or anything like that. 
■ "I drive' semis for a living, but'I 
pull with semis just for fun."

Kipp's not kidding when it 
comes to the work that goes 
into the average demo derby 
car. When the door falls off 
that green car in the Liberty 
Auto Wreckers commercial - 
that's about when the demoli- 
tion derby driver c6mes in. 
Demo derby jockeys take dis- 
carded cars and modify them 
in a way that most people 
never would think to, 

A good spray paint paint 
job will out-shine a dwindling 
paint job on a car, and that's 
about where the traditional 
modification ends. Then the 
fun begins. 

From- the frame to the 
bumper to the tires, parts are 
strengthened so the car can 
withstand the demolition 
derby abuse. Tires are "dou- 
ble-bagged" with a skinny 
tires inside and' heavy-duty 
snow tires on the outside. 

According to the 
Demolition Derby Drivers 
Association Web site, there 
are essentially two types of 
cars: ones made before 1977 
and ones made afterward. 
Prior to 1977, American cars 
were like tanks thanks to 



most parts being made of 
heavy- steel. Afterward, cars 
used fiberglass and other, 
lighter metals that are great 
for trimming weight off the 
car for normal use, but horri- 
ble in a demolition derby. 

"You want cars made 
before [1977]. That's why 
there's no cars in the 
Supermodified classes any- 
more because there just aren't 
that many cars from the 70s," 
Round Lake Beach's Jim "Big 
Jim" Dahm said. "That's why, 
there are plenty of cars in the 
'80s class, because you just 
don't find *76 Chevy's any- 
more." 

Some drivers said, even if 
the car's totally destroyed, 
there's still no problem cut- 
ting losses or even making 
money. 

"You maybe spend $100 for 
the car, maybe make a little 
money in the derby and then 
you can sell the radiator and 
get $150 for the scrap metal," 
Round Lake's George Bumba 
said. "I reuse every part I can 
except for the body, so even if 
you don't win, it's not the end 
of the world because you can 
sell it all for scrap." 

Addiction to derbies 

Many car enthusiasts pour 
their last cent and every last 
drop of sweat Into their auto- 
mobile. While their cars 
might look like rolling death 
machines from a "Mad Max" 
movie, demolition derby driv- 
ers suffer from the same car 
addiction that more main- 
stream enthusiasts do. 

"I've been doing this for 
over 20 years, and once it's in 
your blood, you've Just got to 
do it," "Big Jim" Dahm said. 
"I've put In about 60 to 80 
hours of work into my car 
just so I can wreck it." 

But Bumba has used his 
addiction to driving to get 
over some more destructive 
addictions in his life. Bumba,

Store them in an 
open container instead of wrapping 
them in plastic as they need to 
breathe. Mussels that are alive will 
dose tightly when their shells are 
pressed together. Those that don't 
should be thrown out Likewise, only 
serve those that have opened upon 
cooking. Once cooked, mussels will slip, 
easily from their shells.

What lowans don't always agree on. however, is which county grows 
the best coin.

(Here in Des 
Moines, a friend swears by the corn 
sold from a blue pickup truck parked 
outside of the bail bonds office). 

lowans also don't always agree on 
how to eat it. There are various camps. 
Me. 1 tackle an ear of com typewriter 
style, click-clacking across the kernels 
in rows left to right. My husband does 
that weird circular thing, rotating the 
ear as he tackles it. It's a wonder we 
ever got married. My friend's kids eat 
in a sort of "patchwork" quilt motif. 

And then, there's how best to cook 
it. The official word— from the Iowa 
State University Extension website— 
is to submerge the cobs in a large 
pot of boiling water. "Throw in the 
shucked com. and wait for the water 
to come back to a boil. And the corn is 
done!" they say,

a full boil, I take the kettle off the 
heat, cover it. and let it sit id minutes.

"It's our signature event," says Ron Beckwitli, who 
has organized the contest for the last two years. In 
fact, the competition lias become so popular that 
Beckwich has employed a lottery drawing to ^ 
select contestants in four different age groups. 
"The best part is tliac there's no cash prize. Every- 
one does it for bragging rights," he says. 

The festival, sclieduled Aug. 17 to 19, originated in 
1975asasmall fund-raiser for die Centre Strut Con- 
gregational Church.

As the doors swing open, a procession of students 

climb aboard a bus departing Fultoodale (Ala.) Elementary School. Before raking his sear, 
one of the youngsttrs gives driver Sarah Grigsby a handmade paper cad wim the words 
"I Love You" scrawled above a big red Ixart, 

"Thank you, sweetie," says Grigsby, 71, leaning forward in her 
seat to hug the little boy. The card is a small token of appreciation 
from one of the thousands of students tliat the dieerful grand- 
mother lias welcomed onto Ixt bus during the last 52 years. 

"It's not just a job for her," says Principal Cynde Cornelius. "Siie 
really loves the kids." 

For Grigsby, who's logged almost a million miles behind tlx* 
wheel, driving a scliool bus is a family tradition. "In 1925, my daddy 
contracted widi Jefferson County (Ala.) for $100 a month to provide 
die very first bus and driver to take kids from Glenwood to Mor- 
Sarah Grigsby timer-Jordan School," she says. "My brother J.P. was the next one to 

drive a bus. And dxn, when 1 started first grade, my mama started driving one, too." 

Wlien Sarah was in high scliool, six* met and married Huston Grigsby, who began driv- 
ing a school bus in dx* 1 ldi grade. Sarah's own driving career began one January morning in 
1956 wlien Huston awoke widi a fever and six* plwned dx sdxxi superintendent to report 
tint Ixt husband couldn't drive his route. 

"The superintendent said to me, 'Ever driven a pickup?' I cold him, Once, for about five 
miles.' Then you go drive Huston's route,' he said. I've been driving ever since," Sarah says.

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Grigsby, a school bus driver since 1 956,getxabig hug fcwn student AbJna Hammett. 

Much has changed since the 1950s, including a state regulation that now 
requires Grigsby to be recertified as a bus driver each year. "The buses used to 
have no heat or air conditioning," she recalls. "The wipers ran offa vacuum, so 
when you drove uphill, they didn't work. I had to use a hand-operated lever to 
keep the window clear." 

Through the years, she's had a few close calls behind the wheel "One morn- 
ing I had 119 kids on board and my rear axle broke as we were crossing a 
railroad track," she says. "We could hear the train coming. Some of the big boys 
jumped out and pushed us clear just in time." 

Today, Grigsby starts her route in the early morning hours, driving 100 
miles every weekday as she shuttles elementary and high school students 
around Jefferson County. 

"I let the last one out about 3:40 p,m, and dxri I'm home for the day, unless 
dxre's a game— I drive the ball teams," she says, "I love what I do, but it's not 
for everybody." 

Sail, Grigsby wouldn't have it any other way. The joy of driving a sdxx>! bus has 
spread throughout Ixt family. All of her children— -Lonnic, Jonathan, Sharon and 
Rirricia — have driven sdxx>l buses, along with Ixt brodxr Ray, her nephew Tim, 
and nieces Rita and Diane. "At one time I had nine buses parking at my house," 
six* says with a grin. 

Her warm demeanor and familiar face have left a maikongtwiarionsc/Jefrerson

Grigsby liopes to keep driving as long as 
slie's able, carrying on a tradition that would 
make lier late husband proud. "Huston 
always said he wanted to drive a bus for 
50 years," slie says. "He'd made it 46 and 
a half before lie passed away. So I've done it 
for him." ^
